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UTM hopes to register students to vote in national project

UTM is participating in 
a nationwide voter regis- 
tration project aimed at 
registering 40,000 college 
students for the 2006 elec- 
tions. 

Mike McCullough and 
SGA, local sponsors for the 
project, hope to register five 
percent, or 277 students, of 
UTM's enrollment based on 
2005-06 numbers. 

SGA has been setting up 
registration tables in the UC 
and working with student 
organizations as part of the 
effort, which began Sept. 
18. Registration forms will 
also be distributed in class- 
es by students and profes- 
sors, and emails and direct

mailings will be sent to a 
randomly selected sample 
of students. 

McCullough, professor 
of management and UTM's 
American Democracy 
Project chair, isn't sure how 
many registration forms 
have been collected so far. 

"That number is real 
soft right now because 
forms are still coming in. 
I think it's looking good 
for us to reach our goal," 
McCullough said.

Following a flurry of criticism 
from students who were turned 
away from Sunday's monthly 
brunch for being dressed "inap- 
propriately," UTM Director of 
Dining Services Chris Munkel 
said he will meet with Student 
Government leaders to find 
an amenable resolution to stu- 
dents' complaints. 

On the first Sunday of 
every month, Sodexho Dining 
Services hosts a brunch, open- 
ing the Skyhawk Cafeteria to 
community members for a 
higher quality dining expe- 
rience, with a wider, more 
expensive menu and decorated 



serving area. 

But Sunday, several students 
were turned away from the 
cafeteria for not meeting an 
unwritten dress code. 

Jordan White, who said 
finances constrain him to eat- 
ing in the cafeteria all the time, 
was one such student. 

"I was walking in to swipe 
my card, and the person at the 
register said, 'Hey, you need to 
dress a little nicer and change 
your shirt before you can eat,"' 
White said. 

White wore khaki shorts 
and a printed T-shirt, which 
workers said was not "dressy" 
enough. 

White said Sodexho workers 1 
also turned away his friend, j

UTM's effort is part of 
a nationwide project of 
the American Association 
of State Colleges and 
Universities (AASCU) to 
register 40,000 college stu- 
dents to vote. AASCU, 
which represents 430 state 
colleges and universities 
that enroll more than 3.7 
million students, will regis- 
ter students at more than 70 
locations in 32 states. 

The project will also

The results will be used to 
develop future voter reg- 
istration projects aimed at 
college students. 

The AASCU's program 
is part of a larger nation- 
wide effort by Young Voter 
Strategies (YVS), a project 
of the Graduate School 
of Political Management 
at George Washington 
University. YVS hopes its 
effort, which is funded by 
a $3 million grant from the 
Pew Charitable Trusts, will 
register 350,000 voters in 
2006. 

State law requires citizens 
be registered at least 30 
days prior to an election to 



McCullough recommend- 
ed the www.rockthevote. 
com and www.govote.org 
Web sites for those who are 
unable to register through 
the project. 

"We want anybody to 
register any way they can," 
McCullough said. 

"It is important that we, 
especially college stu- 
dents, participate in elec- 
tions. Students are the 
future of our nation and it 
is imperative that we have 
[a] say in what occurs in 
our country," Student Body 
President James Orr said in 
an e-mail.

Students want yearbook, 
if delivered on time, forum 
and Internet polling show

Thursday, the Student Government Association hosted 
a campus-wide forum to gauge student opinion on the 
future of UTM's yearbook. The Spirit, which the yearbook 
staff has failed to produce in two years. 

Panelists, including Coordinator of Student Publications 
Tomi McCutchen Parrish, Student Publications Committee 
Chair and Sports Information Director Joe Lofaro and 
yearbook Editor Kim Ferrell, fielded questions from mod- 
erator and SGA President James Orr and students ranging 
from the reasons why both the 2005 and 2006 yearbooks 
are late to the future of the yearbook. 

While some panelists thought 
a printed yearbook to be irrel- ' 
evant in an age replete with 
social networking Web sites 
like Facebook and MySpace, 

Alumni Relations Director 
Charlie Deal said yearbooks 
are vitally important during 
class reunions. 

Holding up a collection 
of old yearbooks. Deal said, 

"These are our history books 
on a yearly basis. People 
come back after many years, 
and this is sometimes the 
only record." 

With about 100 students 
attending, Orr called for a 
show of hands of those who 
support continuing to have a 
yearbook, for which students 
pay $8.50 each semester as 
part of a yearbook fee, passed 
by student referendum in 
2002. 

Overwhelmingly, students 
in attendance supported con- 
tinuing to have a yearbook— if 
The Spirit staff is able to meet 
deadlines and produce the yearbook in a timely manner. 

But for the last three years, staffing issues have plagued 
the yearbook, causing both the 2005 and 2006 year- 
books to be delayed indefinitely. The UTM Publications 
Committee will meet at 2:30 p.m. today to determine the

UTM defeats Murray State in blood drive competition

For the 10th consecu- 
tive year, UTM beat rival 
Murray State in the annu- 
al "Blood Battle," a blood 
drive competition set up 
to increase blood donation 
awareness, and to boost 
regional blood supply. 

UTM had a total of 340 
students give a pint of blood 
in the drive for Fifeline, 
compared to Murray State's 
179. Martin almost doubled 
Murray's participantation. 
On the first day of collec- 
tion, there were over 161 
UTM students donated, 
with 93 deferrals. On the 
second day there were 179 



participants and 79 defer- 
rals. "Deferrals" refer to 
students whose blood was 
rejected as being "unattain- 
able." This year seem to 
be much bigger then last 
year but also had a lot more 
deferrals to. "The results 
were fabulous," com- 
mented, Steve Vantrease, 
Director of the UC, "The 
lines stayed at a steady pace 
for both days and had one 
of the biggest turn-out." 
Fast year UTM had 343 par- 
ticipants but had only 102 
deferrals compared to this 
year having 172 deferrals. 
The Blood Battle serves 
the blood collection efforts 
of the West Tennessee 
Regional Blood Center and 
the West Kentucky Blood 



Center. Both of these enti- 
ties are non-profit private 
corporations that serve 
their respective geographic 
regions by providing blood 
and blood products to 
the hospitals in their ser- 
vice areas. Lifeline is the 
official supplier of blood 
to many West Tennessee 
hospitals, including 
Volunteer Community 
Hospital in Martin. 
If you happened to miss 
being in this battle and still 
wish to donate your blood. 
Lifeline blood van parks 
at E.W. James in Martin, 
the second Monday of each 
month from 12 noon until 
6 p.m. with registration set 
up inside the store.

Midterms are right 
around the corner. Are you 
ready? 

If you have no idea where 
to begin, there is hope. 
Trisha Guy and Stephanie 
Mueller from the Student 
Success Center have some 
great suggestions on how 
to prepare for your mid- 
terms. 

The best way to begin is 
to prioritize your tests and 
time. Find out when your 
tests will take place. Most 
students will put off their 
most difficult tasks and 
often run out of time to 
study for tests. The ideal 
way to study for your most 
difficult test would be 
when you are at your best 
mentally. 

By creating a study 
schedule, you will have 
assigned times to study 
for all of your tests for the 
amount of time appropri- 



ate for each specific one. 
If you are unable to study 
for an extended period of 
time, break up the amount. 

Mueller suggests that if 
you get easily distracted to 
study for 20 minutes, then 
take a 10 minute break. 
Eventually your time will 
add up to the amount you 
wanted to study. 

Another way to get start- 
ed is to decide how you 
want to study. Different 
subjects can require differ- 
ent study methods. Also, 
the time that you have can 
affect how you study. Some 
of the more commonly 
used methods are flash- 
cards, groups, partners or 
independent study. 

Guy suggests that 
if you have to study for 
an essay test, work on 
the essay in pieces. 
Mueller suggests that if you 
study in groups or with a 
partner, to be selective with 
who you choose. Choose 
people that will put the 



same amount of effort into 
studying as you will. Also, 
be weary of studying with 
friends. 

Where you study also 
plays an important part 
in studying. A social area 
would probably not be the 
most appropriate place to 
study nor would a place 
that is too comfortable.

such as a dorm room. The 
library is a perfect place. It 
is quiet and there is plenty 
of room. There is also a 
24-hour room available to 
students after the library 
closes. 

Remember to use your 
resources wisely. Some 
important tips to remember 
are to read your book and 



paraphrase sections one 
at a time. Then, compare 
your paraphrased notes 
with notes from the lec- 
ture. Look for similarities 
in between your notes and 
your paraphrased notes. 
Similarities between sourc- 
es are usually hints for 
future test questions. Also, 
ask your professor ques- 
tions you may have and 
see if he or she has placed 
any materials on-reserve in 
the library. If your class has 
a Supplemental Instructor, 
attend his or her study ses- 
sions. 

The Student Success 
Center offers great resourc- 
es, too. For students that 
are taking Math 070, 080 or 
140, free tutoring is avail- 
able Monday-Thursday 
from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. and 
Friday from 8 a.m. to 12 
p.m. in Clement 202. If you 
need private tutoring, the 
center has contact informa- 
tion for student tutors in 
several subject areas. This 



information is available in 
Clement 202. 

Lastly, do not cram for 
your test or do marathon 
studying. Neither one of 
these techniques works well . 
This tactic only increases 
your stress level. Commonly 
the more stressed you are 
the worst you will perform 
on an exam, especially a 
midterm exam., which 
often counts for more of 
your entire course grade. 
So start studying this 
week. Your work will pay- 
off next week when you 
ace your midterm exams. 

"Studying goes against 
what we have learned. If 
you cram, you are putting 
in too much information 
for your brain capacity. The 
brain will forget because 
the information will not be 
put into long-term memo- 
ry," said Mueller. 

Hopefully, you will ben- 
efit from these study tips. 
Good luck to all students 
on their midterm exams.

Deanna Latson, who for 
years has made a name for 
herself around the world 
as a force in nutritional 
education, entertained over 
200 UTM students with her 
clever approach to health 
and wellness education on 
Monday, September 25. 

Now, a clinically certified 
nutritionist, Latson trans- 
formed the audience with 
nutritionally sound health 
advice and her powerful 
personal story of switching 
to better eating habits and 
getting on the road to great 
health. 

"It took me 23 years to 
change my eating habits," 
said Latson. "Now I eat to 
live, not live to eat." 

Dedicated to helping 
students, employees and 
community members take 
control of their own health, 
Latson's slogan, "Eat right. 
Feel good. Look great.," 
echoed through her dynam- 
ic, emotional and humor- 
ous presentation. 

"Deanna definitely 
opened my eyes to some 
of the things I've been 
doing wrong for years," 
said Candace Dean. "My 
grocery shopping is finally 
going to change." 

Latson, a former bulimic, 
shared with students her 
experience with an eating 
disorder, excess weight, 
severe migraines, colds and 
low energy in college. 

"I had my own personal 
chef that cooked for me 
every night," said Latson. 
"It was McDonalds." 

After finding countless 
prescription drugs in her 
father's medicine cabinet 
and being told by his doc- 
tor that his problems were 
hereditary, Latson decided 
that she would find the real 
reasons behind his sick-

Through classes and 
research, Latson found that 
over 60 percent of what 
ails us is directly related 
to what we eat. With that 
in mind, Latson challenged 
her father, mother and her- 
self to become conscious 
eaters. 

Latson didn't advise stu- 
dents to turn to diets. In 
fac, she said, "The dieting 
industry has the biggest 
failure rate. It is not a skin- 
ny contest. Skinny people 
fall dead every day." 

Instead, she encouraged 
students to consider per- 
manent lifestyle changes 
that would improve their 
health and well-being.

The content and personal 
information listed on pop- 
ular networking Web sites 
like Facebook and MySpace 
may now be an integral tool 
for employers and recruiters 
to use whenever screening 
their potential new hires 
straight out of college. 

According to a vignette 
from CNN, 43 percent of 
employers run Internet 
background searches on 
prospective employees by 
using Internet sites such as 
Google, MySpace and Face- 
book. With the information 
readily accessible to the 
world, students and future 
employees are being sub- 
jected to a potential ethi- 
cal nightmare in regards to 
privacy issues while on the 
Web. 

Scott Lewis, a sophomore 
Parks and Recreation major, 
believes that the content on 
his personal sites should not 
be viewed by anyone except 
those he allows through his 
privacy measures. 

"This check-up is faulty 
due to the fact that it is my 
personal life that they are 
viewing and has nothing to 
do with my overall qualifi- 
cations," said Lewis. 

In a report done by Kanya 
Balakrishna from the Yale 
Daily News, Chris Hughes, 
the spokesman for Face- 
book, does not believe that 
employers are doing this as 
often as reported. 

"There have been a scat- 
tered few articles in the 
press regarding employer 
interviews, but judging 
from the very few number 
of reports I've seen about 
it, it doesn't seem to be as 
widespread of a phenome- 
non as some people believe 



it to be," said Hughes. 

The major issue with em- 
ployers using networking 
Internet sites to determine 
the overall character of a fu- 
ture employee is that some 
people believe it to be an 
ethical dilemma becoming 
more prevalent with the ad- 
vent of the information age. 
Many experts claim that 
personal Web sites should 
not be accessible to anyone 
outside of the person's net- 
work and privacy settings. 

"I can see the point to it, 
but I feel that they were 
mixing my business life 
with my personal life. That 
makes me uncomfortable 
because something I posted 
three years ago and forgot 
all about may misrepresent 
me whenever I am hunting 
for my career," said Laura 
Hensley, a junior Studio Art 
major. 

Employers are not the 
only people joining in on 
the networking bandwagon 
because many politicians 
and political agendas have 
been known to utilize stu- 
dent friendly Web sites to 
perpetuate their political 
teachings to a wide array of 
current or future voters in 
order to ensure their mes- 
sages are being heard. 

The White House has re- 
cently been uploading anti-

drug videos to the popular 
site Youtube.com, according 
to the Associated Press. 

People should be wary 
of the content on their net- 
working pages because the 
powers that be are indeed 
watching, waiting and 
Googling for any mistakes 
and indiscretions out there 
and accessible to the world. 

The best advice critics 
can offer to anyone fear- 
ful of this potential back- 
ground check is to revamp 
any and all privacy settings 
and keep the content to a 
respectable PG or PG-13 
level. By doing these steps, 
those who can view private 
materials don't have any 
ammunition worthy of be- 
ing noted during the hiring 
process for any future jobs. 

Emily Knight, a sopho- 
more Communications 
major, feels that much of 
the content she has on her 
MySpace Web site is pret- 
ty safe but that she may 
change her content in order 
to protect herself from un- 
wanted viewers. 

"The stuff they find on 
there is irrelevant but I 
would change my content. 
However, I don't think the 
information should be used 
to base whether they hire 
me or not," said Knight.

Noche Latina brought a little bit of Latin flavor to over 
100 UTM students and faculty last Thursday. 

Noche Latina, formerly known as Salsa Night, marks the 
third dance sponsored by the Spanish Club. These danc- 
es are held to share Latin American culture with UTM 
through song, dance and food. 

For a $1 donation to the Spanish Club, attendees enjoyed 
great Latin music, dance lessons and food and beverages. 
The dances featured at Noche Latina, held in the UC Ball- 
room, were the merengue, bachata and salsa and were in- 
structed by UTM students. 

Each dance was taught in steps by the instructors. Af- 
ter a step was taught, the dancers had a chance to prac- 
tice what they had learned.

The first dance was the merengue, taught by Sergio 
Bustillo and Meredith Woodard.

Addi- 
tional turns and twists can be added.

The bachata is a dance 
that is achieved through sensual hip and body move- 
ments. The dance originated in the Dominican Republic 
and has been influenced by the merengue. The bachata 
is accomplished through its basic footwork of a series of 



simple steps to produce a back and forth or sideways mo- 
tion. 

The final dance of the night was the infamous salsa, 
taught by Bustillo and Meredith Woodard. Salsa origi- 
nated in New York from a compilation of dances from im- 
migrants from around the world. Salsa is one of the main 
dances in Cuba and Puerto Rico and is now known and 
loved worldwide. The basic movement of the dance is a 
forward-backward motion, mirroring your partner. Salsa 
is a dance with varying styles and steps. 

"I had a lot of fun and learned a lot too! I would defi- 
nitely go again," said April Ring, a freshman Educational 
Studies major from Union City. 

The next Noche Latina is being planned for sometime 
next semester.

Paintings and sculptures 
that were acquired by sev- 
eral UTM students and Dr. 
Dawood Sultan while on a 
trip to Tanzania will be dis- 
played as the newest exhibit 
in the University Museum. 

Beginning on the tenta- 
tive date of October 9, the 
museum will be presenting 
art that is labeled TingaT- 
inga for any interested stu- 
dent as well as the general 
public. This art movement 
is a style that was developed 
in the '60s by a man named 
Eduardo TingaTinga. Many 
of the followers of TingaT- 
inga art have been grouped 
together by their expres- 
siveness, vibrant colors and 
ability to paint aspects of 
everyday life in Tanzania. 
The supplies used by these 
artists are affordable and 
readily accessible with bike 
paint being at the top of the 
list. 

Richard Saunders, the 
curator of the museum, 
described the movement 
of TingaTinga art as being 
worthy of the title of "le- 
gitimate art" in that much 
of the paintings may ap- 
pear to be simplistic but 
are relative to the everyday 
experiences of the painters 
themselves. It became con- 
sidered an actual modern 
art form by most art critics 
and indicative of the char- 



acter of the Tanzanian peo- 
ple with its use of everyday 
objects in a tourist-appeal- 
ing approach. 

Some of the pieces to 
be included in the exhibit 
are Shintani pieces. These 
pieces are "almost always 
sculpted in Ebony with fan- 
tastic, figural things that 
are very tribal," said Saun- 
ders. 

Shintani is often the most 
recognizable form of Tin- 
gaTinga art in that it is most 
appealing to "airport art" 
collectors, according to Berit 
Sahlstrom's biography on 
this artistic innovator and 
his followers. He believes 
this type of tourist market 
may have discredited some 
people from taking this art 
form seriously. 

The collection of the vari- 



ous artworks as well as co- 
ordinating the exhibit itself 
took roughly three months 
to ensure that it would 
physically be here in time 
to catalog and itemize ev- 
erything, said Saunders. 

He also says that students 
should visit this exhibit, 
which will be available un- 
til the end of the term, be- 
cause the art is "not some- 
thing that would normally 
be seen and they [students] 
need some breadth to 
them." 

This exhibit is free and 
open to the public during 
the regular museum hours 
of 8 a.m. - 5 p.m. Anyone 
interested in learning more 
about this exhibit is encour- 
aged to call the museum at 
881-7094.

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Football team continues streak with road win over Govs

Junior tailback Don 
Chapman surpassed the 
100-yard mark for the first 
time this season as the 
Skyhawk football team ral- 
lied to beat Austin Peay 
20-10 Saturday night in 
Clarksville. 

With the win, the 
Skyhawks improved to 4-1 
on the season. This is the 
fourth time since 1982 that 
the team has won four of its 
first five games. 

Chapman led all rushers 
with 155 yards and a touch- 
down on 19 carries. 

His score came with 11:39 
remaining in the third quar- 
ter when he scampered 31 
yards to paydirt to give the 
Skyhawks a 13-10 lead. 

As a team the Skyhawks 
collected 263 yards on the 
ground while holding the 
Governors to a mere 44 
yards. 

The Skyhawks struggled 
in the first half before com- 
ing from behind late in the 
game to claim the road 
win. 

The Skyhawks struck first 
with a field goal by Taylor 
Brown on the game's open- 
ing drive. 

The drive began at mid- 
field after a short kickoff 
by the Governors' Ross 
Coffee. 

Quarterback Greg Preston 
completed a 19-yard pass to 
Taurean Stephens to start 
the game. A few plays 
later, he connected with E.J. 
Daniel at the APSU 21-yard 
line. 

After a few runs by 
Marcus Dawson, Brown 
connected from 35 yards 
out to give the Skyhawks a 
3-0 lead. 

The Skyhawk defense 
forced the Governors to go 
three-and-out on their first 
possession of the game. 
Unfortunately, Daniel fum- 



bled the punt by Coffee. 

The miscue set up the 
APSU offense at their own 
38-yard line for what would 
prove to be a short scoring 
drive. 

After a two-yard run on 
first down. Governor quar- 
terback Mark Cunningham 
completed a 60-yard 
touchdown pass to Chris 
Fletcher. 

The Skyhawks' struggles 
continued on their next 
possession as they failed 
to get a first down after 
three plays. Adam Ivey's 
punt was then blocked by 
APSU's Kevis Buckley. 

The ensuing drive result- 
ed in three Governor first 
downs and ultimately put 
three more points on the 
board. 

Brown ended the half 
with a second field goal to 
pull his team to within 10-6 
at the halftime break. 

The half saw Cunningham 
complete 14-of-21 passes 
for 178 yards and a touch- 
down. 

In the locker room, the 
coaches remained calm 
despite their team's poor 
performance. 

"There was no need to 
rant and rave at halftime," 
said head coach Jason 
Simpson. 

"We simply said we are 
still in this game because 
we are a good football team 
and now we have a sense of 
urgency about ourselves," 
he said. 

The Skyhawk defense 
made a comeback possible 
by showing the quality of 
play that has been its staple 
this season. 

The defensive unit lim- 
ited the Governors to 24 
rushing yards and 119 pass- 
ing yards in the second half 
while holding them score- 
less over the game's final 
three quarters. 

Skyhawk quarterback 
Dexter Anoka led a 52-yard 



scoring drive on the first 
possession of the second 
half. 

Beginning at midfield, 
Anoka completed an 11- 
yard pass to Daniel for a 
first down and followed it 
with an 8-yard completion 
to Jamaal Akbar. 

Chapman then registered 
the play of the game with 
his go-ahead touchdown 
run. 

The touchdown would 
prove to be all the 
Skyhawks would need to 
record the victory. 

Preston completed a 44- 
yard touchdown pass to 
redshirt freshman wide 
receiver Roren Thomas 
with 10:21 remaining in 
the game to stretch the 
Skyhawk advantage to its 
final margin of 20-10. 

The game ended with the 
Skyhawks holding the ball 
on the APSU 1-yard line, 
ready to score again. 

Preston and Anoka com- 
bined to throw for 15 com- 
pletions on 23 attempts 
without an interception in 
the game. 

The Skyhawks registered 
a total of 166 yards through 
the air. 

Thomas led the team 
with 73 yards on two recep- 
tions while Daniel caught 
five passes for 29 yards. 
Six Skyhawk receivers 
combined for the team's 15 
catches as part of a truly 
balanced offensive attack. 

The Skyhawks' road 
trip continues Thursday 
when they pay a visit to 
Cookeville for a 7 p.m. con- 
test with Tennessee Tech. 

The Golden Eagles are 
alone atop the OVC stand- 
ings despite a 2-3 overall 
record. The Skyhawks are 
currently tied for second 
place with Eastern Illinois 
and Tennessee State at 1-0. 

Both of Tech's wins have 
come against OVC foes.

Monthly Sunday brunch- 
es, which former Dining 
Services Director Mike 
Munkel established before 
his October 2005 death, 
have noticeably gained pop- 
ularity both on campus and 
in the greater Martin area 
in recent years, but Sunday 
marks the first time stu- 
dents have complained en 
masse about a dress code. 

However, Chris Munkel, 
current Dining Services 
director and son of Mike 
Munkel, said a dress code 
has been in place for at least 
six months. 



Nonetheless, Munkel said 
he will meet with Interim 
Vice Chancellor for Stu- 
dent Affairs Jerald Ogg and 
Student Government Asso- 
ciation President James Orr 
on Wednesday to evaluate 
ways to satisfy both stu- 
dents and Dining Services. 

"We're hopefully going 
to turn this into an issue 
we can resolve through 
the student body and Stu- 
dent Government," Munkel 
said. 

The rationale for a dress 
code, Munkel said, was to 
convey a sense of special 
ambience and elegance not 
typical to college dining 
services, but students may 
have lost that point. 



There is no written proce- 
dure outlining what consti- 
tutes "acceptable" dress. 

"We have people coming 
in from the outside [for the 
brunches], but [the dress 
code] is not only for them. 
It's also for the students," 
Munkel said. 

Despite Dining Services' 
attempts to set an upscale 
ambience, Munkel did say 
if students are upset, then 
the problem should be ad- 
dressed. 

"The No. 1 reason for me 
to even be here is the stu- 
dents, and it will always be 
that way," Munkel said.

At its August meeting, 
the committee set a Sept. 30 
deadline for the completion 
of the 2005 yearbook, and 
a Nov. 30 deadline for the 
completion of the late 2006 
edition.

If the yearbook is printed, 
slightly more than half of 
student respondants fa- 
vored a printed edition ev- 
ery year, with 45 percent 
only wanting a copy of the 
yearbook their senior year. 

While in recent years 
many students have not had 
their photographs taken for 
the yearbook, 64 percent 
of participants in the SGA 
poll favored using their 
Skyhawk student ID photo 
for yearbook use.
